SECTION I. 


Containing a discussion of the first question, whether our Lord 
Jesus Christ had any absolute determination in his death to save 
“any of the human race ? 


IF the affirmative of this question be proved, if it be shown that 
Christ Aad such an absolute purpose in his death, the limited ex- 
tent of that purpose must fol!ow of course. The reason is plain ; 
an absolute purpose must be effectual. If it extended to all man- 
kind, all mankind would certainly be saved. Unless therefore we 
will maintain the final salvation of all mankind, we must either 
suppose alimitation to the absolute determination of Christ to save, 
or deny any such determination to exist. The scheme of P. con- 
curs with the latter, supposing that by the death of Christ a mere 
conditional provision of redemption is made for all mankind, I own 
I think otherwise ; some of the reasons for which are as follows. 

Vou. I, 34 ‘ 
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I. The. Arowiges, mace to Christof the certain efficacy of his 
death.—One of our grand objections to the scheme of P. is, that 
in proportion as he extends the objects for whom Christ died be- 
yond those who are actually saved, he diminishes the efficacy of 
his death, and renders all the promises concerning it of no account. 
Hlis scheme, instead of making redemption-universal, supposes 
that Christ’s death did not properly redeem any man nor render 
the salvation of any man amatter of certainty. It only procured 
an offer of redemption and reconciliation to mankind in general. 
We apprehend this is diminishing the efficacy of Christ’s death, 
without answering any valuable end. Nor is this all, such an hy- 
pothesis appears to us utterly inconsistent with all those scriptures 
where God the Father is represented as fromising his Son a re- 
ward for his sufferings in the salvation of poor sinners. God the 
Father engaged, saying, “ ‘hy people shall be willing in the day 
of thy power, in the beauties of holiness from the womb of the 
morning ; thou hast (or shalt have) the dew of thy youth.” Yes, 
he engaged that he should “ see, Ais seed—that the pleasure of Je- 
hovah should prosper in his hand”—that he should “ see of the 
travail of his soul and be satisfied ; and by his knowledge,” it. was 
added, “ shall my righteous servant justify many For he shail bear 
their iniguities.” It was promised to Christ as the reward of 
his sufferings, that * Kings, should see and arise ; princes also, it 
was added, shall worshif, because, of the Lord that is faithful, 
and the Holy One of Israel shall choose thee; thus saith Jeno- 
VAH, in an acceptable time have I heard thee, and in.a day of sal- 
vation have I helped thee ; and I will preserve thee ; and give thee 
for a covenant of the people, to establish the earth, to cause to 
inherit the desolate heritages; that thou mayst say tothe prison- 
ers go forth, and to them that sit in darkusts, show yourselved.— 
Behold, these shall come from far ; and lo, these from the nerth 
and from the west, and these from the dand of:Sinim!”*. But 
what security, Iask, was there for the fulfilment of any of these 
promises but upon the supposition of the certain salvation of some 
of the human race? How could it be certain that Christ should 
justify many, if there was.no-effectual provision made that any

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should know and believe in him? and what propriety was there in 
assigning his dcering their iniguitics as the REASON and EVIDENCE 
of it, sf there is no necessary connexion beween our in:quisics 
being borne away, and Our persons being justified ? 

Il. ‘Phe characters under which Christ died—He laid down hfs 
life as a shepherd ; and for whom should we expect him to die ix 
that character? For the sheeft, no doubt. ‘Sv the scriptures in- 
forms us" The good Shepherd giveth his life for the sheep.” 


‘T lay down my life for the sheep.”” Those for wium Christ laid 


down his life are represented as being bis sheep prior to their com- 
ing tothe fold. These,” saith the blessed Redeemer, I must 
bring ; and they shall hear my voice; and there shull be one fuid 
ind one shepherd.”-~As sheep are committed into the hatids of a 
shepherd and as he becomes responsible for their preservation or 
restoration ; ¢o Christ is represented as the great Shepherd of 
the sheen, whose blood was shed by covenant ; und who, by fulfil- 
ling that covenant, “was enculed to a discharge, which, ag the te- 
presentative of those for whom he dietl, he enjoyed in his resui- 
reetion from the dead.* ~~ 

Again, Christ laid ‘down his life as a Ausdend; and for whom 
should we expect him to die in that character? bor his bride sure- 
ly. So the scriptures inform us— Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Chiist-also doved the church, and gave himself for it. 
The love of 4 husband, of which his death is here supposed to Le 
the RESULT; is certainly discriminating. ‘True, if itis said, but 
the church heré means actual believers.—I reply, if they were 
uctual believers, I shotld seppose they were not unsanctified, for 


» faith purifies the heart ; but Christ © gave himself that he might 


sanctify them with the washing of water by the word.” Besides 
He didnot die for believers, as euch, for while we were yet enemics 
Christ died for us; but he died for the church as such considered, 


: This‘ts evident, for that his deuth is represented as resulting from 


his love which he exerciseth us a Ausband, I conclude, therefore, 
the church cannot, in this place; be understood of those only who 
actually believed Apis. v. 25, 26.

EXTRACT FROM A- THANKSGIVING SERMON. 


Our Readers will recollect that, in our 17th and 25th numbers, 
we gave some account of the remarkable REVIVAL OF RELIGJON 
which commenced at Bristol, in Rhode Island, in 4dugust last. 
We have now before us “ A Discourse delivered in the Con- 
gregational Church at Bristol, on the Public Thanksgiving, 
Nov, 26th, 1812,” by the Rev. Isaac Lewis—* published at 
the request of the Congreg: ,:n.” In this Discourse, the 
Preacher has noticed the religious revival in that Town, in the 

following solemn and impressive manner: 


In the sixth and last place—It is our duty, my beloved Breth- 
ren, to adore, and praise, and magnify, the Lord our God, to day, 
for the precious révival of religion which we have witnessed and 
felt, and which we are still witnessing and feeling. 

This revival is indeed the work of God. It remarkably evinces 
the power of sovereign grace, both, in the sanctification of saints, 
and in the saving conversion of sinners. At every step it pro- 
claims that the Lord God omnipotent, hath “ appeared, in his glo- 
Ty, to build up Zion. The windows of Heaven are open; and 
the Spirit of God is coming down like “ rain upon the mown grass : 
is showers that water the carth."—The Almighty Redeemer is 
come. Here, he is erecting the standard of the Cross, displaying 
the banner of his love, diffusing the riches of his grace, deliver- 
ing immortal souls “from the wrath to come, and restoring them 
‘to the favour of God.—Already many of you, my friends, have 
“éxpericnced the energy of his gtace.~ He hath broken the chairis 
of‘depravity, aud the shackles of Satan ; emancipated your souls 
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from eternal bondage; and made you joint heirs, with himself, 
‘to an immortal, incorruptible, and Heavenly inheritance. “ You 
hath he quickened’ who were dead in trespasses and sins.” You 
were “ poor, and miserable, and wretched, and blind, and naked.” 
You were “ aliens from the Commonwealth of Israel, and stran- 
gers from the Covenants of promise.” You were living without 
God, and without hope in the world. You had wandered far from 
God. But now by the grace of this great Redeemer, you have 
been arrested in your career of sins, and enabled to “ return to the 
Shepherd and Bishop of souls.” You are now walking in the path 
of the righteous which is as tie shining light, that shineth brighter 
and brighter until the perfect day. Hope cheers your hearts. The 
resplendent holiness of Zion and her King allures your warmest 
affections. Emmanucl’s Spirit guides you in the way of truth. 
And the daily and delightful exercise of the christian virtues in- 
spires you “ with joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 

You are now marching the high road to Heaven. You are now 
fighting “ the good fight of fuith.” You are now “ wrestling 
against principalities and powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high places.” 
And when you shall have served God, and “ your generation by 
the will of God”—when you shull have “ finished your course and 
kept the faith,” you shall be conducted to brighter worlds on high. 
There, in those blissful regions, and in the presence of the dear 
Redeemer, you shall unite with Angels and Archangels, with 
Cherubim and Seraphim, and all the hosts of heaven in singing 
anthems of praise to the triune Jehovah. 

My Brethren, with ch infinite blessings us these in view, shall 
we not keep an holy ksgiving to God?. Hath he not “ put 
gladness im our hearts more than in the time that the corn and 
the wine increased ?”” And shall we not “ praise Him, who is the 
health of our countenance, and our God ?’’ Shall we not ,« be 
thankful unto him and bless his holy name ?”.- 

The Lord bath done great things for us, “ He hath Pee 
the gates of brass and cut the bars of iron in sunder,” Let us then 
“ Enter into his gates with thanksgiving and ipto his courts with 
praise. Letus praise the Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of men. O come, let us sing 
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unto the Lord ; let us make a joyful noise to the Rock of our sal- 
vation. Let uscome before his presence with thanksgiving ; and 
raake a joyful noise with psalms. For the Lord is a great God, 
and a great king above all gods. He is our God and we are his 
people. O come, let us worship and bow down ; let us kneel be- 
fore the Lord our Maker; Come, let us rejoice in the Lord, and 
joy in the God of our salvation. Let the praises of God flow 
from our hearts, and dwell for ever on our lips. 

‘And while we are rejoicing in God, and ascribing glory to his 
great and holy name, let us earnestly “ pray that He will continue 
to look upon us with an eye of favour ;” that He will pour down 
his spirit upon us, in still more plentiful showers ; that,’ He will 
“‘ come unto us as the rain,,as the latter and former rain unto the 
earth ;” that He will cause sinners to flock unto Jesus “ as a cloud, 
and as Doves unto their windows ;” that “ He will put an end to 
wars and fightings ;” that revivals of religion may every where 
abound ; that all nations may hear the glad tidings, of redeeming 
love, and embrace the Saviour of Israel , that the mountain of the 
Lord’s house may be established in the top of the mountains and 
exaited above the hills ; and that the whole Universe may be filled 
with the knowledge and the glory of God.

Extracts from the Life of Marquis De Renty, continued. 


“If we were well enlightened, said the Marquis, we shonld 
never imagine ourselves hindered by any person, or any thing. We 


should see that internal and external distractions are to be received 
in the same spirit. Though they interrupt us, the order of God in 
us is not interrupted; and we should in all things regard the order 
of God, conducting all things to our advantage. This is the great 
secret of the spiritual life, and this is paradise on earth. In truth 
nothing troubles us but through our own fault. Suppose a man in- 
terrupts. your reading or prayer; he gives you an occasion of ex- 
ercising patience, which at this time will please God, ‘and’ perfect 
you more than either of them. In those, there was, perhaps, some- 
thing of your own will, but in this, you wholly renounce yourself: 

and the fulness of God is in the emptiness of his creature.” “He * 
ways carried Thomas A. Kempis with him. 

It is said that De Renty was never heard to complain. Being'in 
great pains from the rheumatism, and observing him quite pale, and 
directly ruddy, he was asked if he was not very ill. “My pains, 
(said he) are great, even to swooning: but though I feél them ‘in 
their extremity, yet, eee the grace of God, I yield myself to 
him, ead not to them.” 
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He had vo desire of haviog sensible graces and consolations 
Sach was his humility! 

“'The waot of sensible consolations, the experience of dryness, 
and other troubles 0: spirit are to be borne with patence. How- 
eyer dry your soul may be, persevere in endeavouring to place it 
ja a state of reverence and affiance to the presence of God: and 
continue your sacrifice with full assurance, you shall not wait long 
before your Lord come. Suffer the noise of all those tempests 
without: be still, avd mind them not: they all have their use, in 
purging the soul, and disposing it for the operation of God upon it, 
Say, “I am thine, O God, aoe a these things; and so EI 
vill eontinue without reserve for ever.” 

“ My resolution (said he) is to bless God at all times. I am con- 
tent with every thing that proceeds from the will of God. 1 will 
not trouble myself to procure consolations, or be freed from dryness, 
All things according to the will of God is equalto me. My Saviour 
hath graciously brought me to such a state of indifferency to every 
thing here, that I could be well contented to be unable to stir all my 
life, without thinking of any service I had rendered, or could ren- 
der my neighbour.” 

“TI see (said he) that every thing in some manner is unprofitable 
but to suffer. Some pleasures indeed, may be sometimes necessary 
in regard to our weakness, but they are apt to hinder the soul from 
. attaining so high a degree of perfection. Though we receive the 
grace to suffer, yet the suffering is that which we can in a manner 
give to God, and is the best gage and proof of our love. + Al- 
though I kuow this, yet I cease not to know what I am: and amid 
all my inclinations and desires, I take care not to beg suffering in 
the least thing. I only give myself to God for every thing he 
pleases, and that which is ordered by him, is always accompanied 
by his grace. With him I can do alt his orders. It is a great fa- 
your for Christians to suffer in the spirit of Jesus Christ, with a 
perfect resignation to what God ordains concerving them, without 
inquietude, without dwelling in their thoughts upon their pressnres. 
Many arécalled Christians who have not a Christian spirit, . Many 
lift up their eyes to heaven in their prayers, but in their lives ar 
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, 


leoking only on the earth. If they do look up to heaven, it fs 
saly to complain, and pray God to condescend to their desires, and 
aot that. they condescend to his: Or they will give some things to 
God, but not ali, not those on which they hwe fixed their affection. 
If he separated them from the cause of their evil, from a beloved 
parent, child, husband, they dissent to it, or murmur. 


RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE, 


Copy OF A LETTER FROM DR. JOSHUA MARSHMAN, OF SERAM- 
PORE, TO DR. RYLAND, OF BRISTOL, DATRD MARCH 12TH, 
RECEIVED SEPTEMBER 9TH, 1812, 


My Dear Sir, 


I closed a letter to you on the 10th, but now write anew. 
Another leaf of the ways of Providence has been since unfolded, 
which will fill you both with sorrow and gratitude, and call for the 
exercise of faith in him, whose word, firm as the pillars of heav- 
en, has declared, “ All things shall work éogether for the good of 
them that love God.” i 

Last night, about six, I was sitting in my study, musing over the 
dealings of God who had that day week taken my infant son ; and 
what afflicted me far more, three weeks before, dear Brother 
Ward’s second daughter, about six years old, in a putrid sore 
throat. While reflecting on these Providences, on attempting to 
collect my thoughts on—* It is of the Lord’s mercies we are not 
consumed,” as a subject for our weekly evening lecture, some one: 
exclaimed, “ the printing-office is on fire.” I ran instantly thi- 
ther, and beheld at the lower end of the office which is a room of 
200 fect long, a stage containing 700 reams of English paper, 
sent out to print the Tamul and Cingalese New Testament, en- 
veloped in flames. Every door and window but one was fastened 
by a large flat bar of iron, which went across it, and was secured 
by a bolt in the inside. In five minutes the room was so filled with. 
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smoke, that a candle would not live. Finding it impossible to open 
the windows,’ or for any-one to go in without danger of instant 
death, we fastened that door again, in the hope of smothering the 
flame, and ascending the roof, pierced it over the fire ; and by in- 
¢cessantly pouring down water, so kept it under for three hours, 
that nothing but that paper appeared to have kindled, and there the 
flame was greatly abated. The alarm which we gave, brought all 
the Europeans around us to our assistance, besides our own na- 
tive servants, so that we had all the assistance we could desire. 
‘While, however, the flames were got under there, I looked in, 
and suddenly saw a flame spread about twenty feethigher up. The 
smoke and steam ‘increased so as to render’ it death to get three 
feet within the wall. In a few minutes the flames spread in every 
direction, and took away all hope of saving any thing from thence, 
and filled us with terror for Mrs. Marshman’s school, about thir- 
ty feet to the north-west—a bed-room for the boys, about sixteen 
- feet fall north, which communicated with Brother Carey’s, and the 
‘hall, library, and museum, within twelve feet of it to the north- 
east. The wind however fell, and it burned as straight upwards 
as a fire in a hearth, and communicated to nothing beside... It.re- 
tained burning six hours, and consumed the beams five feet:in 
“circumference, the roof, the windows and every thing but the walls. 
‘Happily, no lives were fost,/nor a‘bone broken: The loss.we 
cannot at present estimate.’ It-has consumed all but the six pres- 
ses,’ which wé rejoiced’ were saved, being in aside room. Zwe 
‘thousand reams of English paper ‘are consumed, worth at least 
5000.’ Fount’ of types in fourteen languages, besides English : 
namely—Nagret (two founts, large and small) Bengalee (two 
founts) Orissa, Mahratta; Seek, Burman, Telinga, Tamul, Qin- 
galese, Chinese, Persian, Arabic, Hebrew, and Greek, were burnt; 
besidés’ founts of English for carrying on ten works, which we 
have’ fiow’ in thé press ; and’ the ‘cases, stones, brass rales, iron 
‘chases, 8! ¢orrespondent'with all those. We have not types left 
for the’ circdlar letter, nor ‘even to print a statement of the less, 
The editions’ of the New-Testament which are stopped, are nine : 
“ viz’ The Hindostanéé, Persian, and'Tamul, printing under 'the 
~ patronage of the Auxiliary Bible Society, and the Hindee (second 
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edition) Telinga, Seek, Burman, Sungskrit (second . edition) 
and Chinese. The. editions of the Old-Testament, are five . 
The Sungskrit, Bengalee (second edition) Orissa, Mahratta, 
and Hindee. Among the English works suspended till we get 
types from you, are, The Sungskrit Grammar, (second edition) 
Brother Ward’s Work on the Manners of the Hindoos (second 
edition) Confucius (second edition) the Dissertation on the Chi- 
nese (second edition) enlargea to more than two hundred pages ; 
Bengalee Dictionary, and a Telinga Grammar both by Brother 
Carey. The loss cannot be less than Twelve Thousand Pounds 
Sterling, and all our labours are at once stopped. 
Yet amidst all, mercy evidently shines. I trembled for dear 
Brother Ward (as our Sisters did for us both) lest the roof should 
have fallen in with him, or lest he should have entered too, and at 
once extinguish the spark of life. But we were all preserved, 
blessed be God. The flames touched nathing besides; they 
might have consumed every thing. The presses are preserved, 
and happily the matrices of all the founts of types were deposited 
in another place ; had they been burnt, it must have been years 
before they could have been replaced. We can now, however, be- 
gin casting types to-morrow, if we can find money ; country pa- 
per can be substituted for English, and thus two or three months 
will put the Versions of the Scriptures in motion again. But for 
English we shall be distressed, till you send us.a supply ; we 
ccknow not even how to send you a circular letter. I am, writing © 
this-at Calcutta, to go by the packet. this evening, whither 
Tam come to inform Brother Carey, and therefore cannot tell you 
what types; hor how many, They must, however, be all the sizes 
from the text of Confucius to the Minion in the circular letter ; 
voalso Italian, and every printing utensil accompanying. Perhaps 
-~some friend in London, in the printing line, can tell, what goes to 
complete.a printing-office, with English types. You must also 
send a fount of Greck-.and Hebrew. Iam. distressed. to think 
where you will find money, but. send if you incura debt; the:sil- 
“wer and'the gold are the Lord’s. The christian, sympathy ofour 
friends almost overwhelms. me. Mr. Browne. was confined, by 
illness, but.Mr.. Bird, his son+in-law,,exerted himeelf for us in,the 
most strenuous manner. I fear it affects Mr. Browne’s mind 
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even more than mine own; he sent off an express at midnight, 
to acquaint, Mr. Harrington, who is deeply affected. Poor 
Mr. Thomason wept like a child to-day on hearing of it. He 
begs us to make out a minute statement of our loss, and says he 
will use all his interest on our behalf; we shall write again to- 
morrow. I feel assured that the Lord will bring so much good 
out of it, that Satan will repent it ever was done. How it arose, 
we know not. Brother Ward and others think it must have been 
done by design, and that some idolater among our servants turn- 
ing pale with envy at the sight of the Bible printing in so many 
languages, contrived this mode of stopping the work. ‘This, how- 
ever, is mere conjecture. Be strong in the Lord, my.dear Bro- 
ther, he will never forsake the work of his own hands.
